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Calhoun dean accepts presidency in Virginia 



Dr. Marshall Smith, dean of the college at 
Calhoun Community College, says the 
difficult part about his newjob as president of 
a junior college in Virginia is leaving the 
faculty here. 

Smith takes over as president of 
Germanna Community College near 
Fredericksburg, Va., January 1. 

“We’ve hired 59 faculty since 1 came here 
in 1977,” said Smith. 

Dr. James Chasteen, president of 
Calhoun, said, “We will miss Marshall. He has 
done an outstanding job for us. 

Chasteen said Smith's move to Germanna 
is an exciting career challenge and 
opportunity for Smith to make further use of 
the leadership abilities he showed during 
seven and one-half years at Calhoun. 

“The college will miss him, but so will 
Decatur and the Alabama education 
community. He has been involved in 
numerous civic activities and in various 
leadership roles within the two-year system 
statewide,” said Chasteen. 

Chasteen said Dr. Robert Searcy, 
Associate Dean, will be the dean until the 
post is filled. Searcy served as interim dean at 
Calhoun prior to the search that resulted in 
Smith's appointment. 

Smith came to Calhoun from the 
University System of Georgia. 

Germanna has been without a president 
since July. Smith's appointment was 
announced by the president of the local 
advisory board. The chancellor of the Virginia 
two-year system actually made the 
appointment. 

Germanna is one of 23 community 
colleges in Virginia and has a head count of 
about 1,800 students. 

“Germanna Community College has a 
bright future,” said Smith. He said the service 


area is growing as Fredericksburg becomes 
a bedroom community for Washington, D.C. 

Some 60,000 people live in 
Fredericksburg and the immediate vicinity. 

"I have admired the Virginia system for a 
long time. It really has an outstanding 
reputation, nationally, as a community 
college system," said Smith. 

“1 am ready to make the move, if i am ever 
going to be ready, he said. I think a 
president's responsibilities are significantly 
different than a dean's. I can’t imagine a 
better institution to start at than Germanna 
Community College,” he said. 

Smith said there are many similarities 
between his new college and Calhoun. 
Neither is located in the city limits of a city 
and both have off-campus centers in various 
locations. 

“The opportunities and problems are very 

much alike,” he said. 

The business-oriented curriculum 
including computer science is the most 
popular course with Germanna students, he 
said. The same is true at Calhoun. 

“Germanna, as does Calhoun, has a large 
associate degree nursing program, said 
Smith. 

“Germanna also offers vocational as well 
as academic courses,” said Smith. 

“Virginia, unlike Alabama, integrates its 
vocational courses, and teaches only those 
technical courses that lend themselves to a 
college concept,” said Smith. 

“ That means that a course like electronics 
would be taught on a quarter-hour basis with 
a lab and not by clock hours as is done here. 

Also in Virginia, courses that we have 
traditionally refered to as trades such as 
machine shop or cabinet making aren't 
taught at the Community College level,” he 
said. 

The Fredericksburg area’s rich historial 
and cultural background make it particularly 
attractive to his family, said Smith. 

Fredericksburg is located about an hour 
from Washington and an hour from the state 
capital at Richmond. 

“The Fredericksburg area’s rich historial 
and cultural background make it 
particularly attractive to his family.” said 
Smith. 

He has been president of the Alabama 
Academic Deans' Association and the 
Alabama Junior and Community College 
Association. 

A native of Hueytown, he received his 
bachelor of arts degree from the University of 
Alabama, his master's degree from West 
Georgia College and his doctorate from the 
University of Alabama. 


Dr. Linda C. Wilson 
Named Executive 
Assistant to the 
Chancellor 



“She’s a product of the two-year college 
system," Dr. Charles Payne, chancellor of 
postsecondary education, said as he 
announced the appointment of Dr. Linda C. 
Wilson as the Executive Assistant to the 
Chancellor. 

Chancellor Payne oversees the operation 
and administration of the 44 community, 
junior and technical colleges in the state. 

Dr. Wilson has served Enterprise State 
Junior College as the Dean of Development 
since 1982 and is taking a leave of absence 
to assume her new duties with the 
Department of Postsecondary Education in 
January, 1985. 

Wilson began her college work at ESJC in 
1967 after receiving her diploma from Elba 
High School. Her associate in arts degree 
was obtained in 1969. She then received her 
bachelor of science degree in business 
education from Troy State University in 
1970, graduating magna cum laude. She 
earned her master of science degree, aiso 
from Troy State, in Foundations of 
Education in 1972 before returning to ESJC 
in 1973 to serve as a business instructor and 
director of cooperative education. In 1982, 
Wilson earned her doctorate in vocational 
and adult education with a concentration in 
educational administration from Auburn 
University. 

The dean's work at Enterprise State has 
included a series of titles and positions such 
as Coordinator of Cooperative Education, 
Project Director of the Displaced 
Homemaker Resource Center, Assistant 
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Project Director of the Career Training 
Program for Women, Director of the Career 
Development Center and Job Placement, 
and Director of Career Programs. Her work 
as Dean of Development has consisted of 
writing, planning, managing, and 
implementing a comprehensive resource 
development program for the College 
through funding from external sources. 

'Dr. Wilson has done an excellent job in 
every position she has held at ESjC, from 
classroom teacher to her present position as 
Dean of Development. She is hard-working, 
loyal and dedicated. I know that she will bring 
these same qualities to her new position in 
Montgomery and the system will benefit as 
we have benefitted at ESJC," Dr. Joseph 
Talmadge, ESJC president, said in 
congratulations as Wilson takes her leave of 
absence from the College. 

"Dr. Wilson brings to the Department of 
Postsecondary Education more than 11 
years' experience in the two-year college 
system. As an Alabama junior college 
graduate, a former instructor, and a top-level 
administrator in our two-year system, Dr. 
Wilson has a thorough understanding of and 
commitment to postsecondary education in 
the junior, community, and technical 
colleges of this state. Her wide-ranging 
experience in leadership positions of ever- 
increasing scope and responsibility will serve 
as a base for strengthening the services of 
the Department of Postsecondary Education 
and will help reaffirm the vital role of two-year 
colleges in Alabama's educational 
community," Dr. Payne adds as he talks of 
beginning the 1985 year in Montgomery. 

Among her duties as the Executive 
Assistant to the Chancellor, Dr. Wilson will 
assist Dr, Payne in the overall administration 
of the two-year college system; she will serve 
as liaison for the Chancellor with the state 
legislature and other organizations; and she 
will seek new funding sources from external 
agencies for Alabama’s postsecondary 
institutions.

What’s New for the Two-Year Associates 

Degree Producing Institutions 

(Alabama Army National Guard Civilian Education Opportunities Program) 


There are current opportunities available 
to the Alabama Army National Guard civilian 
personnel about which we should become 
familiar. These opportunities could mean 
additional students for our institutions at a 
time when enrollments are leveling. The first 

of these opportunities is for enlisted 
personnel only and is called the "Educational 
Assistance Bonus Program.” This 
opportunity allows for up to $4,000 
reimbursement for educational expenses per 
qualified person. This is not to exceed $1,000 
per year for four years. The good part about 
this opportunity is that there is no action 
required on the part of the educational 

institution in which the National Guard 
member is enrolled. We may have Guard 

civilians enrolled in this program without our 
knowing about it. However, this is a recruiting 
possibility. 

Also, the "Student Loan Repayment 
Program or (SLRP) is a National Guard 
opportunity which is available at the time of 
enlistment or at the time of extension of 
enlistment. This opportunity repays 
outstanding Federally Insured Student 
Loans at the rate of 15% of the principal and 
interest per year. This opportunity refers to 
the original amount of the loan and to F1SL, 
NDSL, or GSL. 

In addition to Federal Educational 
opportunities just mentioned, there is a state 
assistance program as well. For example, the 
Alabama National Guard Educational 
Assistance Program or (ANGEAP) was 
approved by the Alabama Legislature in May 
of 1984. This assistance program, though 
funded at a moderate level, encourages 
individuals to join the Guard and take 
advantage of the state's assistance program. 
This program allows $500 per term, but the 
assistance must not exceed $1,000 per year. 
This amount may be used for tuition, books, 
fees, and supplies (to include pen/paper). 
However, this program is available for 
warrant officers and enlisted personnel only. 
In addition, the stipulation for participating in 
this program includes that one must neither 
be covered under a Federal program nor be 


a veteran with remaining GI Bill benefits. This 
program is administered by ACHE. 

Also, there is a program called Assistance 
for Military Professional Development or 
(AMPD) which is a National Guard Bureau 
sponsored program based on guidance 
from Army Vice Chief of Staff General 
Maxwell Thurman. This program pays 75 % of 
tuition CJSP&FO with the institution at which 
the individual is a student The requirements 
for National Guard Officer Civilian Education 
are as follows: 

1. All ARNG Officers must have two 
years of college by October 1,1989. 

2. All Officers initially appointed after 
September 30, 1983, must have a 
Bachelors Degree before 
promotion to the rank of Major is 
possible 

What does the future hold for "NEW’ 
educational programs for National Guard 
personnel? For Fiscal Years 1985 and 1986, 
there are some interesting programs. For 
example, the “NEW ! GI Bill (not necessarily 
the final name given the program by 
Congress) will be for enlisted personnel, 
warrant officers, and commissioned officers 
entering the Guard after July 1, 1985. The 
program will be in effect from July 1,1985, to 
June 30,1988. Available under this program 
will be $140 per month for the 36 months for 
full-time Guard students who qualify. 

Also the National Guard Continuing 
Eudcation System or (NGCES) will make 
$8.9 million available for Fiscal Year 1986 for 
civilian education. All of the National Guard 
members will be eligible for these benefits 
except those electing the "NEW’ Gi Bill. 

These comments about the current state 
of National Guard civilian education and 
about future programs available for National 
guard members are limited and, of course, 
must be expanded and fully understood 
before being used for recruiting National 
Guard personnel. For additional information, 
the two-year institutions are to contact 
Warrant Officer Phillip MizzelI of the Alabama 
Army National Guard.

The annual gala event was held Saturday, 
December 8, at the Mobile Hilton. 

Micki Grant’s career in the arts evolved 
from a varied background as a stage and 
television actress, singer, playwright, 

composer, and lyricist 

In addition to originating script and music 
for the hit Broadway musical, “ Dont’t Bother 
Me, I Can’t Cope,” Micki Grant also starred 
with the original cast 

The production, which originated at the 
(Jrban Arts Corps under the direction of 
Vinnette Carroll, won the author a Grammy 
Award for Best Score of an Ongianl Cast 
Show Album, OB1E award for music and 
lyrics, Drama Desk Awards for lyrics and 
performance, Outer Critics Circle Awards for 
music, lyrics and performance, NAACP 
IMAGE AWARD, MADEMOISELLE 
ACHIEVEMENT AWARD and three TONY 
nominations. The show also received TONY 
nominations for direction and as best 
musical. 

Along with the late Alex Bradford, Ms. 
Grant is responsible for the score of the 
successful Your Arms Too Short To Box 
With God” This score won her another 
GRAMMY nomination. In 1978 she was again 
TONY nominated for her contribution to the 
Broadway musical “ Working.” She provided 
music and lyrics for Woodie King s Off- 
Broadway production of “ The Prodical 
Sistef' (Book by J. E, Franklin) and the 
Academy Festival Theatre s production of 
“Desire Under the Elms.” directed by 
Vinnette Carroll and starring Cicely Tyson, 
Roscoe Lee Borwne, and Glen Turman. 

She received an Audelco Certificate of 
Excellence for the highly successful AMAS 
Repertory Theatre production of "It's So 
Nice to be Civilized” which later moved to 
Broadway. Aside from “ Don ’t Bother Me, I 
Can’t Cope” and "Your Arms Too Short..” 


Ms. Grant’s long association with Vinnette 
Carroll and the Urban Arts Theatre resulted 
in productions of "Alice,” "...The Ups and 
Downs,” "Croesus and the Witch” and 
“ The Boogie Woogie Rumble of a Dream 
Deferred,” among others. She contributed 
music and lyrics to Take Care and Take 
Care, Take Care, ” two revues based on real 

life accounts of hospital workers and 
commissioned by District 1199 Hospital 
Workers Union as part of their Bread and 
Roses project. 

She has written songs for Educational TVs 
children’s show, "Infinity Factory,” recently 
completed the scores for two Broadway 
musicals, "Phillis” (based on the life of Phillis 
Wheatley) and HAZEL and, also a ten-minute 
musical which was commissioned by 
Joseph Papp and the N.Y. Shakespeare 
Festival. 

Micki Grant is listed in Who’s Who In the 
Theatre. As an actress she has appeared on 
Broadway, Off-Broadway, Off-Off Broadway 
and on regional theatre stages in other 
productions such as "The Gingham Dog, 

" Tamborines To Glory,” A Hand Is On The 
Gate, To Be Young, Gifted And Black, 
"The World of Sholem Aleichem,” "Jerico- 
Jim Crow,” "The Blacks,” The Balcony, 
the revival of The Cradle Will Rock, 
Leonard Bernstein’s "Theatre Songs” and 
the revival of "Brecht On Brecht. 

With the latter, she also toured in a 
production starring Lotte Lenya. 

Besides two extended tours on the 
daytime serial THE EDGE OF NIGHT, she 
was featured for several years in the 
continuing role of Peggy Nolan on NBC S 
ANOTHER WORLD. She has guest 
appeared on THE TODAY SHOW, 
CAMERA THREE, MIDDAY LIVE, 
POSITIVELY BLACK, and THE MIKE 
DOUGLAS SHOW, among others.

Bishop State Junior College has been 
awarded a $43,548 grant to establish an 
Enrichment Program in Science and 
Mathematics, according to an 
announcement by College President Dr. 
Yvonne Kennedy. 

The grant was made by the Minority 
institutions Science Improvement Program, 
U. S. Department of Education. 

The program at Bishop State will be 
designed for some 30 talented minority high 
school students (11 th and 12th graders) who 
are interested in pursuing careers in science, 
mathematics.and engineering, or who show 
aptitude for such careers. 

One purpose of the program is to increase 
the number of minorities and females from 
low-income families in science, 
mathematics, and engineering. The college 
will provide academic courses from 
mathematics, physics, and chemistry. 

Serving as Program Director is McDonald 
Moore, Coordinator of the Chemical 
Technology Program of Bishop State Junior 

College. 

The project will be limited to three area 
high schools; Blount, LeFlore, and Vigor, 
with the first class sessions scheduled to 
begin with the Winter Quarter (last of 
November) 1984. 

Students, to be selected by high school 
counselors, will be scheduled for classes on 
Saturdays (two times a month) throughout 
the regular academic year and will attend 
special daily sessions during the summer. 

Moore said: "It is anticipated that this 
Enrichment Program will enable minority 
students to compete successfully in 
postsecondary science programs. Students 
will be prepared to enter a research or 
academic career, thereby increasing the 
representation of minorities in the fields of 
science, mathematics, and engineering.” 

The fully staffed program will include a 
Director (who will teach chemistry), a 
college-level instructor of mathematics, a 
college-level instructor of physics, a 
counselor, and tutors. Lawrence Bates, 
Chairman of the Department of Mathematics 
at Bishop State, will teach mathematics for 
the Enrichment Program. Ram K. Sharma, 
BSJC instructor of Physics, will teach 
Physics. 
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Bishop State Academic Advisement Excellent for Students 


Bishop State Junior College has 
something extra to offer its students this year* 
ASSURANCE- and it is free. 

What this “assurance” guarantees is more 
effective control over the matching of each 
student’s abilities with the academic 
program. 

Dr. Harold Toliver describes this process 
as academic advisement Dr. Toliver heads 
the Academic Advisement Center, now 
entering its first full year of operation at 
Bishop State. 

An ever increasing number of institutions 
view effective and centralized academic 
advisement as an essential component of the 
higher education process. 

Dr. Toliver said, “These institutions 
recognize that an acceptable level of 
advisment is vital to students as they define 
and develop their interest, abilities, and 
goals.” 

“Bishop State,” Dr. Toliver said,

recognizes a known fact that an acceptable 
level of advisment does not just happen or 
materialize from nowhere. An acceptable 
level of advisement results from a carefully 
developed and implemented institutional 
plan plus a commitment to excellence in 
advising and other components of the 
educative process. The ‘bottom line’ on 
effective advising is improved 
educational/career planning, academic 
success, student growth and development, 
and lower dropout rates; in a word, 
persistence.” 

“Persistence is instilled in the minds and 
attitudes of students,” Dr. Toliver continued. 
“Also, we work closely with students who 
have doubts about their abilities.” 

“The end result of this process is a higher 
retention rate for the College and a higher 
success rate among students,” Dr. Toliver 
says. 

When new students apply for enrollment at 
Bishop State Junior College, the Academic 
Advisement Center administers the ASSET 
test which measures the students’ abilities 
and skills (language, reading, numerical). 

The ASSET Program is a locally-scored, 
success-oriented assessment program 
combining academic skill measures with 
immediate advising and placement services. 

It is designed for group administration for 
staff and time efficiency and includes 
immediate scoring capabilities for walk-in 
orientation and registration programs.

Placement advising information in the 
ASSET Program is built on BASIC SKILL 
and ADVANCED SKILL MEASURES. Basic 
skills include Numerical Skills, Reading Skill, 
and Language Usage. Advance Skill 
measurements include Elementary Algebra, 
Intermediate Algebra, College Algebra, and 
Advanced Language Usage. 

The Educational Planning Form is 
designed to integrate information about the 

student’s educational background, plans, 

and needs with the assessment results. 

The purpose of this testing procedure is 
for placement and advisement only;not 
admission to the College. 

The Academic Advisement Center Staff 
includes a Director (Dr. Toliver) and two 
para-professional counselors; Mrs. Vanessa 


Murphy Meyers and Mrs. Eamestine Chaney. 
Dr. Toliver holds a Doctor of Education 
Degree in counseling/psychology. 

Several faculty members, involving every 
academic Division of the College, will be 
available in the Academic Advisement 
Center to serve as advisors. At least two 
student employees will be assigned to the 

Center located in Room 9 in the historic 
Caldwell Building. 

Though the usual weekday service hours 
are from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., other hours may be 
designated by special appointment, 
particularly for those students who may have 
problems using the Center during regular 
hours. 

Dr. Toliver said he is very pleased with the 
progress the Center has made thus far.

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New Physical Education Complex 
Planned at Brewer State 


Dr. Tommy Boothe has announced plans 
to begin construction of a $150,000 addition 
to the Brewer State Junior College coliseum. 

The project, recently approved by the State 
Board of Education, will allow the College to 
expand much-needed health education 
facilities for instruction and community 
service activities. 

“We are delighted to have received 
funding for the new Physical Education 
Complex,” said the Brewer President, “and 
we are anxious to begin construction of a 
state-of-the-art facility” 

The architectural drawings for the new 
facility include two racketban courts, a 
fully-equipped weight-training center, and a 
swimming pool enclosed in an all-weather, 

geodesic dome. 


“The interest shown by students and 
citizens in our area has been overwhelming,” 
said President Boothe. “We are currently 
studying plans to develop a swim club for 
children — a team that would compete with 
area parks and recreation and YMCA teams 
— and a fitness or athletic club for the 

adults.” 

Architectural plans for the new complex 
were developed by Charles McCauley & 
Associates of Birmingham. The College 
administration made final revisions on the 
plans and expected to let bids for the contract 
during October. 

Dr. Boothe explained, “If everything goes 
according to plan, we should have the new 
facilities ready in the spring. 


New Division Heads 
Named at Brewer 

State 

Dr. James G. Rayburn, Dean of Instruction, 
has announced the reorganization of 
academic divisions at Brewer State. 
Humanities, Social and Applied Sciences, 
and Natural Sciences are the three new 
divisions beginning with the 1984-85 
academic year.

Gadsden State Junior College Court 
Reporting Program Re-accredited 


Gadsden State Junior College has 
received notice of new grant approval of the 
Court Reporting Program enabling it to 
remain an approved accredited program as 
specified by the National Board of Approved 
Reporter Training. This action was taken at 
the Board’s December meeting. 

According to Dr. Arthur W. Dennis who 
received notice of a new grant of approval, 
“Approval is issued for four years with each 
program subject to re-examination at any 
time if a question is raised as to its 
compliance with trie General Requirements 
and Minimum Standards Guidelines. 

GSJC's program is a two-year program 
which provides students with the entry-level 
skills necessary to fulfill the professional 
responsibilities of official- and general-court 


reporters. 

Since the program began in 1974, over 
120 students have completed the necessary 
requirements and are working as reporters in 
both the courts and as free-lance reporters. 
The job market for reporters continues to be 
good and starting salaries high. Court 
reporters can expect to make arouno 
$20,000 annually. Salaries for free-lance 
reporters are determined by the hours they 
are willing to work, but are usuaiiv much 
higher than reporters who limit their work to 
the court room. 

The Court Reporting Program at Gadsden 
State accepts new students for the fall 
quarter only. New applicants must complete 
a specific admissions procedure before May 
15 to be admitted in the fall term.

According to Dr. Art Dennis, President of Gadsden State, “The 
Scholars' Bowl is an effort to promote learning and the desire for 
knowledge. Through competition with students from the other 13 
junior colleges in the state, this effort is lending strong support to our 
instructional program. We were most pleased to host the regional

The first professional development 
workshop for presidents, deans, division and 
department chairpersons, and head 
librarians was held in Auburn on October 30 
and 31,1984. The workshop was sponsored 
by the Alabama Department of 
Postsecondary Education Task Force on 
Professional Development, the Aabama 
Association for Junior and Community 
College Chairpersons, Auburn University’s 
School of Education Center for Cooperative 
Educational Leadership, and The Kellog 
Foundation. 

The workshop, “Chairing the Academic 
Department,'' was conducted by Dr. John 
Bennett of the American Council on 
Education, Washington, D.C. Participants 
received a wealth of information including a 
notebook on “Leadership Development and 
Academic Administration” which contained 
a number of articles, papers, and 


bibliographies. Texts included CHANGING 
THE ACADEMIC DEPARTMENT, Second 
Edition by Alan Tucker; and MANAGING 
THE ACADEMIC DEPARTMENT, by John 
Bennett. 

There were 90 registrants representing 18 
community and junior colleges of the 
Aabama Postsecondary System. Each 
participant heard Dr. Bennet comment on 
the significance and complexity of the role of 
the academic chairperson. He pointed out 
that academic chairpersons are the “last 
bastion and last guardian of the institutions’ 
academic standards.” The general session 
included discussions on topics such as the 
Chairpersons' Roles, Powers, and 
Responsibilities; Decision Making; Agents of 
Change; and Faculty Evaluation. 

Dr. James Martin, President of Auburn 
University, and Dr. Payne spoke to those 
attending the luncheon meeting. Later, 


academic chairpersons were given the 
opportunity to exchange perceptions of their 
work experiences with their colleagues as 
well with academic deans and presidents. 
Academic chairpersons indicated to the 
deans and presidents that it was difficult to be 
considered both faculty and administration, 
while actually belonging to neither group 

exclusively. 

Those attending the meeting in Auburn 
who were not already members of the 
Aabama Association of Junior and 
Community College Division and 
Department Chairpersons’ Association were 
encouraged to join. There are 50 members 
currently. Participants agreed that the 
meeting was long overdue and was certainly 
a step in the direction of improving the 
position of academic chairpersons of the 
Aabama Community and Junior College

John Dean at Jefferson State 
Sponsored by Concert-Lecture Series 


John Dean, former legal counsel to 
President Mixon, recently spoKe to a packed 
auditorium on the Jefferson State campus. 
Students, faculty, staff, and guests gathered 
to hear the man who, in 1973, became the 
chief witness against Nixon and other 
Watergate conspirators during hearings 
conducted by the Senate Select Committee 
on Presidential Campaign Activities. 

Dean told the audience he faced ethical 
dilemmas early in his White House career. 
When he voiced his concern over unethical 
solutions to problems “I was told 1 was being 
tested, and if I wouldn’t follow directions, they 
would qet someone who would.” He decided 


to follow directions, telling himself his 
misdeeds were authorized and, therefore, 
justified. 

Dean said that his decision to testify came 
not only from his decision to set the record 
straight, but also because he was the object 
of a high-level plan to be blamed for the 
cover-up. 

Dean said he accepts only a few of the 
speaking engagements he is offered during 
the year. He now works as an investment 
banker in Los Angeles. 

His morning lecture was followed by a 
reception in Lurleen Wallace Hall and a 
luncheon in the Fitzgerald Student Center.

Employers On Job Application Requirements 


The Data Processing Management 
Association Student Chapter at Jefferson 
State held a campus luncheon meeting 
where panelists from local businesses 
discussed "What Employers Seek in an 
Applicant.” 

Students and instructors participated in 
question and answer sessions after the panel 
addressed various topics. 

Students were advised as to current 
employment opportunities and how to go 
about submitting applications. In 
interviewing, they were told to dress as 
businesslike as if they worked at the 
company, to answer questions with more 
than yes or no and to arrive with knowledge 
about the company, having studied the 
annual report. Students were told to be 
prepared to discuss plans, such as goals set 


for one year and for five years. 

They learned that companies want 
applicants with degrees, either two years or 
four years. They want employees with 
technical training and with other skills such 
as knowledge of math, physics, English, 
communications, management, and public 
speaking. 

After the interview, applicants should be 
persistent and check back with the company 
to find out status of job applications.

News from Shelton State . . . 

John Walsh Addresses Shelton’s Early Childhood Graduation 


John Walsh, father of Adam Walsh whose 
life and tragic abduction and death was 
portrayed on the NBC movie, ‘ Adam/’ was 
the guest speaker for the first graduating 
class of the Early Childhood Development 
program at Shelton State. 

John Walsh is a man committed. The story 
of this family tragedy is one he relates while 
traveling the country advocating new laws for 
the protection of children. 

“Our six-year-old son Adam was a self- 
disciplined boy,” Walsh said as he described 


the child’s abduction from a shopping mall in 
Hollywood, Florida, three years ago. 

Walsh told of how his son was abducted as 
he was watching older boys play video 
games whiie his mother shopped. 

The Walshs later discovered that Adam 
was evicted from the store along with the 
older boys after the older boys got into a fight. 

The Hollywood police began to search for 
Adam immediately but the search was 
disorganized, according to Walsh, and did 
not extend outside Hollywood. “When 


darkness fell, I knew something was 
drastically wrong,” Walsh said. 

“After the first night, I began to get an even 
worse feeling. Eighty percent of the police 
did not even have a description of Adam. 1 
talked to police across the state and realized 
they had no knowledge of my son. 

“Eight days have passed now. Dave 
Hartman on the “Good Morning, America,” 
show agreed to let me be on the air with him. 
When 1 arrived at the New York airport, I was 
met by three women who have been working 
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on correcting laws that dealt with the 
violation of women and children. 

"They told me I had to go on the air to 
represent all women and children. 1 told them 
that Adam was all I could think about at that 
time. They told me it was way past Adam. 

“That afternoon they found part of Adam’s 
body in a canal 140 miles away from our 
home,” Walsh said. 

Walsh added that what is happening to our 
women and children in this country is a 
national disgrace. “What we are finding is 
only the tip of the iceburg,” he said. 

“In 1981, 1.8 million children were 

missing; 10,000 children were murdered; 
and between 50,000 and 250,000 children 
were victims of non-custodial abduction. 
Fifty thousand children were reported 
victims of foul play. A child dies of abuse 
every four minutes. 

“Federal legislation has been passed. Now 
its up to the individual states to pass the 
needed laws. The state of Alabama has some 
of the most antiquated laws concerning 
women and children. Alabama is far behind 
in correction of these inequities. Don’t 
assume it can’t happen to you,” Walsh said. 

Walsh advocates a package of legislation

Improving Science 
Instruction Through 
The Use of 
Computers 

A three-year project entitled 
“Improvement of Science Instruction via 
Computers” was completed at Lurleen B. 
Wallace on November 30, according to Dr. 
Louis W. Bender, professor of higher 
education at the Flordia State University. Dr. 
Bender served as the external evaluator for 
the project. 

The $250,000 grant was a National 
Science Foundation project which served to 
upgrade the computer system from an iBM 
34 to a 36 System and allowed the addition of 
a microcomputer laboratory giving a 
maximum interaction between the student 
and the learning module.
